A telegram from Tokio to the Giornale di Roma, 
nccording to the Central News, reports that the 
last Japanese assault on Port Arthur has 
resulted in the destruction of the forts of 
Erlungshan, East Erlung, and Maio Kobujama. 
‘The Japanese, however, were repulsed in their 
attack on Songshushan and Kikwanshan forts. 
The total Japanese losses are reported to be very 
nearly seven thousand, and, according to latest 
information, 16 is quite possible now that the 
assault will not. be renewed, but that the 
Japanese will continue to besiege the town until 
it is forced to capitulate owing to want of food. 
The Nature of the Defences. 

A Daily Telegraph message from the Japanese 
headquarters says that the moat of East Ki- 
kwan Fort is defended on the counterscarp by 
а high caponniére gallery, nine feet wide and 
eight feet high, tunnelled twelve feet beneath 
the glacis, and constructed of a conglomer- 
ation of pebbles, sand, and cement.

The unwonted spectacle of a monarch engaged in a gume 
of snowballing was witnessed during the visit of Kin: 
Carlos to Chatsworth House last week. His Majesty had 
taken part in à morning’s pheasant-shooting and a couple 
of hare-drives, when, in order to fill a short interval 
oecasioned by the enforced abandonment of a third drive, 
he carefully prepared a number of snowballs, and threw 
several into a group of perrons standing outside the 
luncheon tent. Then, noticing the approach of the 
Marquis de Soveral, his Minister in England, King 
Carlos opened a fusillade upon him, one large snowball 
catching the astonished Minister full on the ear. Тһе 
incident caused much merriment among the distinguished 
spectators, 


Army and Navy Items.—The establishment of 
territorial battalions in their own districts will begin at a 
very early date. Mr. Arnold-Forster has made this 
announcement in reply to Mr. Yerburgh, M.P., who urged 
the advisability of stationing the Cheshire battalion at 
Chester. When the territorial battalions, composed largely 
of men with two years’ service with the colours, have been 
established, it will be perfectly possible to follow the 
Continental plan and quarter battalions so composed in 
their own districts. A change of the considerable magni- 
tude contemplated cannot, however, be thoroughly effected 
in a short time.—Major Luard, D.8.0., has taken over the

She made 197 knots an hour.—The 
armoured cruiser Galatea, which was built in 1883 ata 
cost of £266,604, has been placed with the obsolete ships off 
Port Victoria, and ordered to be sold ont of the Navy. 


Report on the Beck Inquiry.—The report of 
the Committee of Inquiry into the case of Mr. Adolf Beck, 
who was twice wrongiully convicted, has been issued as a 
Parliamentary Blue-Book. The Committee attribute the 
primary cause of the miscarriage of justice to the omis- 
sion from the identification marks of John Smith of 
one very important particular, which would have proved 
conclusively that he was not Mr. Beck. Тһе report 
criticises adversely the action of the Recorder, Sir Forrest 
Fulton, the Treasury, and the Home Office, but exonerates 
the police and the Public Prosecutor from blame. It 
recommends thit the Home Office should be strengthened 
by trained lawyers taking the place of the present sub- 
ordinates who deal with prisoners’ petitions and with 
reviews of cases. It also suggests that the law should be 
changed so as to secure a review by the existing Court for 
Crown Cases Reserved of every alleged mistake in law 
which could be reasonably supposed to have led to a 
misca гінде of justice. The Committee think the anomaly 
of pardoning à man who never ought to have been 
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| convicted should be abolished, and that the conviction 
should on motion by the Attorney-General, be quashed, 
and an acquittal entered upon the Recard. 


Divorce Petition Dismissed.—In the Divorce 
Court. before Sir Francis Jeune, a petition was brought by 
Mr. Thomas Henry Trendler, а descriptive vocalist, on the 
ground of his wife’s alleged misconduct. An old man of 
seventy-six named George Driffield was cited as co-respon- 
dent. Mr. and Mrs. Trendler had lived in Mr. Огинеја = 
house, and the husband stated that in December last his 
wife made a confession of misconduct with the co-respon- 
dent. Яп cross-examination the petitioner denied that 
his wife was drunk when she made the confes- 
sion; she was exgited only. His idea was not to 
get money out of co-respondent. On the application of 
counsel, Mr. Driffield was dismissed from the case, the 
Judge holding that there was no evidence against him, and 
he жна then called as a witness for the wife. Не emphatic- 
ally denied the charge of misconduct. Mrs. Trendler was 
now acting as Lis housekeeper, which position she bad 
occupied prior to her marriage. The respondent also 
denied the charge, and alleged cruelty against her husband. 
With regard to the confession, she said it was made by her 
at a time when she was under the influence of drink, and 
did not know what she was doing. Sir Francis Jeune, in 
summing up, said that if it was a true confession, there 
should no diffieulty in finding corroboration. In this 
case there was no corroborative evidence at all. Con- 
fessions of misconduct жеге егу peculiar; it was imposs- 
ible to tell what motive a woman might have in making 
one. He had known case after case in that court where 
untrue confessions had been made, The jury found that 
the respondent had not been guilty of misconduct with 
Mr. Driffield and that the petitioner had not been guilty 
of cruelty. The petition wus accordingly dismissed 
with costs. 


The Great Snow Blizzard. On Nov. 22 а great 
gale raged in the North Sea, and many shipping disasters 
were reported. The most serious occurred on the East 
Lothian coast, four lives being lost. The schooner Elba, 
from Alloa to Norwav, with, coal, was caught in the 
blizzard between the Bass Rock and Dunbar, а wild and 
roeky coast. The crew, unable to resist the storm, were 
driven into Scoughal Roads, where the ship struck the 
rocks. The captain, mate, steward, and boy jumped 
overboard, and were drowned. They could never have 
lived in the boiling вел. Two seamen clung to the hulk, 
which split in two. When the tide receded the wreek 
was left dry» and they were ‘rescued after terrible suffer- 
ingg An exciting scene took’ place in the early morn- 
ing” at Fastbdurne, the life-boat assisting to the shore 
several. fishing - boats which had been caught in 
the storm іп Pevensey Bay. Five boats were washed 
Wshóre by the gale, and one was dashed to pieces. 

— The lifeboat Star of 
Hope, stationed at Moelfre, Anglesey, saved the crew 
of four hands from the steam-ship Апте, of Wexford, 
which got into difficulties while bound from Garston to 
Youghal with a cargo of coal, — Тһе brigantine Crain Alock, 
210 tons, of Whitstable, with chalk from Rotherhithe to 
Jarrow, was driven ashore in the mouth of the Tees in the 
early morning.

On Rose-Planting. 


It із certainly best to plant roses in the latter part of 
October or early in November on all kindly soils,-or tbose 
that, although somewhat stiff, still have good drainage, 
says a writer in Gardening Illustrated, On such soils roses 
will commence to root at once, and so get partly established 
in their new quarters before the проптв of winter are upon 
them. In solls that are naturally wet and heavy, in spite 
of a fair amount of inage, spring planting is preferable, 
say in February. Should drying winds set in during 
March and April, spring - planted roses are helped 
very much by a sprinkling overhead once or twice a 
дау. Тһе wind dries the sap of the wood, and as the 
plants have not got their roots sufficiently established 
to be able to draw plenty of extra moisture from the 
ground, the strain upon them is too severe; consequently the 
wrod shrivels, and in many cases dies alto:ether.* An 
occasional sprinkling at suitable times would have pre- 
vented this. Most amateurs must have noticed how very 
soon roses form roots after being taken up and re-laid in 
the ground, more especially if the soil be of a light and 
porous nature, Generally speaking, these roots get torn 
off or much mangled during the operation of replan:- 
ing, and this is another very good reason for autumn 
plunting. Moving the roses during autumn will also check 
the sap and growth of any sappy or pithy shoots that do 
not promise to ripen ир well or quickly enough to be safe 
during the winter. nese facts, in conjunction with the 
better.drainage of freshly moved soil, are all advantages in 
favour of autumn planting. Roses that have been plant d 
early will give better flowers than those planted in «pring 


upon light ground. 
Spade Work. 


From November onwards to February the spade will be 
constantly in the hands of tbe market-grower. It is 
astonishing how few are really expert in the use of thi: 
tool. Many who think they dig are only muddlers. ‘To co 
this work well the spade must he thrust into the land in u- 
upright a position as can be. When we see the tool thrust 
into the soil at an angle of 40 deg. or so, we feel a bit rest- 
less, wanting to have a go at the digger. A slanting digger 
is always а shallow worker. The man who thrusts his tool 
into the land bolt upright goes, аа a rule, 1} in. to 2in, deeper 
than the other, It is said that Lazy people always take 
the most pains." _ Во, in digging, the man who digs slant- 
ing, although he does not get so deep as the perpendicular 
worker, on account of his low leverage, actually during iı 
day's work expends more farce than does the one who 
stands upright.at his work. When the spade is in the 
land upright the smallest pull backwards is sufficient to 
break away its connection with the subsoil, but the slant- 
ing position needs а low swoop to break it away. >There- 
fore, we say, stand upright well over the spade, and keep 
the-handle forward; so that the blade may enter the ground 
straight down, Another mistake often made by згаде-- 
men is that of Кіра too Мя a bite at once. Six inches is 
plenty to set back at each journey across the land with the 
spade for good cultivation.
